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Jurisdictional Limits:

The monetary jurisdictional limit for arbitration cases filed in Cook and Will Counties is $30,000.
The monetary jurisdictional limit for arbitration cases filed in Boone, DuPage, Ford, Henry, Kane, Lake, McHenry, McLean, Mercer, Rock Island,
St. Clair, Whiteside, and Winnebago Counties is $50,000.
